THE ROMAN CATHOLIC BISHOPS AND

Letter from the Rev. Peter Finlay, S.J. 
[As Passed by Censor.) 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sim,—I have read with interest much cf the 

correspon and comments of the public 
Press on the attitude of Irish Catholics asl of 
their bishops towards conscription im fre aud, 
May I ask you to publish a short explanation 
of our position as almost all Catholics ander- 
stand it? 

We Irish Catholice—ae all educated Catholics 
—fegard our bishops as divinely appointed 
teachers in matters of Christian faith and 
morality. We do not hold them to be im- 
fallible, and, if convincing arguments are 
brought against their teaching, we are free to 
digsent from it. Otherwise we feel that we 
may and ought to accept it; and, occasion offer- 
ing, we do not hesitate to acu upon it. 

When the Military Service Act 
law in ril, a rave vestion of 
morality presented itself to Irish Catholics: 
if im on us by Order in Couneil, 
will it bind our coneciences? May we, 
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without violating any moral obligation, 
it? Various answers were euggested, in- 
fluenced, no doubt, often by political pre- 
posecasions; an® we turned to the bishops, as 
on Catholic principle we were bound to turn, 
for an authoritative decision. We did not ask 
them for political gdvice. We have not directly 
received any from them.
